Rather it came as a result of a 
series of steps. And based upon 
the experience of Peter, I believe 
that in the life of every individual 
child of God who wanders from 
the path of obedience into the 
depths of sin, it is the result of 
having first of all taken several 
steps away from the Lord. 

I want you to follow me in these 
steps tonight. I want us to be as 
personal as we were last night, 
and as each step is mentioned, ask 
the Holy Spirit to reveal to you 
whether or not you are guilty of 
having taken that step away from 


In the gospel of Matthew, chap- 
twenty-six, verse forty-one, 
are these words spoken by the 
Lord Jesus Christ to Peter and the 
rest of the apostles: 

“Watch and pray, that ye 
enter not into temptation: the 
spirit indeed is willing, but the 
flesh is weak.” 


You are familiar with the con- 
text here. Jesus had met with His 
disciples yonder in the upper room 
and observed the Passover. He had 
instituted what we call the Lord’s 
Supper; had gone with His dis- 
ciples into the Garden of Geth- 
semane and upon entering the Gar- 
den had left the disciples, save 
Peter, James and John. Then He 
took these three a little further 
with Him and said to them, “Sit 
ye here, while I go and pray yon- 


prayer, “O my Father, if it be pos- 
sible, let this cup pass from me: 
nevertheless not as I will, but as 
thou wilt,” He returned and found 
the disciples asleep. I used to ask 
myself how the disciples could have 


fallen asleep in such a crisis as 


that. But if you read the activities 
of these men the preceding week 
you will see that they had been 
busy night and day until they were 
worn and weary and completely 
exhausted. They were interested, 
but the minute they sat down and 
relaxed, they dropped asleep. And 
Jesus commands them now, “Watch 
and pray.” Peter’s first step toward 
the denying of the Lord of glory 
was in the fact that he failed to 
watch and to pray. Watch! 

Would you let me give a little as- 
crostic on that word W-A-T-C-H? 

Watch your words. Peter didn’t 
do that, just a little later on in 
the story. Oh, this little instru- 
ment, the tongue. God tells us it 
is the least of all Our members, 
and yet how powerful! He would 
have you and me as His follow- 
ers to be ever so careful about 
what we say. 

I read once of a woman who was 
given to gossiping. I don’t know 
why they always put that on the 
woman. You come down to the 
barber shop with me tomorrow 
morning. I am of the opinion that 
the worst gossipers in the world 
are the he-gossipers. But this hap- 
pened to be a woman. She passed 
a piece of gossip around the town 
and it caused much disturbance 
and hindered the gospel of Christ. 
Her pastor sent for her and called 
her in and counselled with her. 
She was very penitent. The pastor 
asked, “What are you going to do 
about it?” 

“I will do anything, Pastor, 4o 
make this thing right,” she said.

We are in the midst of a rev- 
vival and are asking God to revive 
our hearts and save souls. I won- 
der if we were absolutely honest 
with God and with ourselves and 
honest with the pastor and the 
evangelist, could we say, ““Well, the 
first thing I thought of this morn- 
ing when I awoke was my ‘God, 
my Saviour, and the revival, and 
before I left my room to attend 
to the affairs of this life, I talked 
to the Lord’?

And I believe that in those 
experiences around that breakfast 
table Peter came back into fellow- 
ship with His Lord and rededicated | 
his life and he was obedient te | 
the Lord. | 

And we have one more step. We | 
turn now to the second chapter of | 
the Acts of the Apostles, verse | 
fourteen: 

“But Peter, standing up with 
the eleven, lifted up his voice, 
and said unto them, Ye men of 
Judaea, and all ye that dwell 
at Jerusalem, hearken to my 
words.” 


And on through that chapter we 
read that marvelous’ sermon, 
though simple. And when we come 
down to the close of his message 
in verse forty-one, 

“Then they that gladly re- 
ceived his word were bap- | 
tized: and the same day there | 
were added unto them about 
three thousand souls.” 


Where do you stand tonight, my 
friend? Peter followed his Lord 
afar off. He sat with the enemes 
of Christ. He warmed himself at 
the devil’s fireside. Then he openly 
and definitely denied the Lord and 
turned his back upon the Saviour 
and upon his call for the ministry. 
He went back into the same old 
things, fishing, mending nets, and 
he took ten other men with him. 
But Jesus appeared to him again 
and Peter now comes openly and 
confesses and is grieved because 
of his backsliding. He comes back 
into a fellowship such as he had 
never had before, he is filled with 
the Holy Spirit and goes out and 
preaches one sermon and three 
thousand souls are saved. 

Listen to me, backslider, if you 
are here, whether you have taken 
one step or several of them, the 
Lord Jesus Christ wants you to 
come back.

Even as Jesus reap- 
peared to Peter, He is as ready and 
willing to forgive you of all your 
backsliding and fill you with the 
Holy Spirit and give you a new 
testimony and new power and give 
you souls as He was Peter.
